DEVELOPMENT  FINANCE  PROGRAMS 


The  1983  Legislature  authorized  a  series  of  programs  designed  to  help 
small  businesses  obtain  attractive  capital  financing.  These  programs 
are  administered  by  the  Montana  Economic  Development  Board  (MEDB) .  Each 
program  has  different  eligibility  criteria  under  state  or  federal  law, 
but  the  primary  focus  of  all  programs  is  to  increase  the  availability  of 
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long-term,  fixed-rate  financing  to  Montana  small  businesses.    All  pro- 
grams operate  through  existing  commercial  lending  institutions.

Coal  Tax  Loan  Program 


The  Montana  Economic  Development  Board  makes  coal  tax  loans  to  basic 
sector  businesses.  These  include:  manufacturing,  agriculture  and  min- 
eral production  and  processing,  transportation,  tourism,  businesses  that 
produce  a  good  or  service  in  Montana  that  was  previously  purchased  out- 
side the  state,  and  wholesale  and  retail  distribution  of  Montana-made 
goods.  All  loan  programs  are  designed  to  provide  fixed-rate,  long-term 
financing  at  competitive  interest  rates.  Loans  may  finance  acquisition 
of  land,  buildings  or  equipment  and  working  capital  if  federally  guaran- 
teed. Five  types  of  loans  offered  by  the  Board  are  described  below. 
The  maximum  loan  is  $1  million  and  all  loan  applications  must  be  through 
a  Board-approved  financing  institution  such  as  a  bank  or  savings  and 
loan  association.  The  maximum  loan-to-value  ratio  is  75%.  The  origi- 
nating financial  institution  may  charge  the  borr  ower  a  service  fee  of 
up  to  2/o  above  the  interest  rate  established  by  the  Board,  and  the  in- 
terest rate  on  the  lender's  portion  of  any  loan  is  determined  by  the 
lender.  The  average  rates  for  the  first  six  loans  approved  by  the  Board 
were:

Federal  Guaranteed  Loan  Program 


The  Board  will  fund  a  small  business  loan  by  purchasing  the  guaranteed 
portion  of  the  eligible  SBA,  FmHA  and  EDA  loans.  The  interest  rate  to 
the  Board  is  set  at  85%  of  the  rate  for  U.S.  Treasury  bonds  of  a  like 
or  similar  maturity.  (In  early  September  1984,  the  Board's  rate  for  a 
20-year  loan  was  10.83%.) 
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Business  Loan  Participation  Program 


The  Board  will  fund  a  small  business  loan  by  purchasing  from  the  origi- 
nating lender  up  to  80*  of  the  loan  amount.  The  interest  rate  to  the 
Board  is  set  at  95%  of  the  rate  for  U.S.  Treasury  bonds  of  a  like  or 
similar  maturity.  (In  early  September  1984,  the  Board's  rate  was 
12.10%.) 


Economic  Development  Linked  Deposit  Program 


The  Board  will  fund  a  small  business  loan  by  placing  a  long-term  deposit 
with  the  lender  equal  to  100%  of  the  loan.  The  interest  rate  to  the 
Board  is  set  at  90%  of  the  rate  for  U.S.  Treasury  bonds  of  a  like  or 
similar  maturity.  (In  early  September  1984,  the  Board's  rate  was 
11.47%.) 


Guaranteed  Loan  Program 


The  Board  will  guarantee  a  small  business  loan.  The  interest  rate  to 
the  Board  is  set  at  95%  of  the  rate  for  U.S.  Treasury  bonds  of  like  or 
similar  maturity  and  the  Board  receives  a  1%  annual  guarantee  fee.  (In 
early  September  1984,  the  Board's  rate  was  12.10%.) 


SBA  503  Loan  Participation  Program 


The  Board  will  fund  an  SBA  503  small  business  loan  by  purchasing  from 
the  lender  up  to  80%  of  the  lender's  portion  of  a  503  package.  The  in- 
terest rate  to  the  Board  is  set  at  95%  of  the  rate  for  U.S.  Treasury 
bonds  of  a  like  or  similar  maturity.  (In  early  September  1984,  the 
Board's  rate  was  12.10%.)

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Industrial  Revenue  Bond  Programs 


The  Montana  Economic  Development  Board  issues  tax-exempt  Industrial  Re- 
venue Bonds  (IDBs)  to  fund  loans  to  Montana  businesses  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  land,  buildings  or  equipment  by  selling  tax-exempt  bonds.  All 
loans  provide  long-term,  fixed-rate  financing  and  must  be  originated  and 
serviced  by  Board-approved  financial  institutions  and  meet  federal  el- 
igibility requirments.  Businesses  are  not  limited  to  the  basic  sector 
as  described  above.  Retail,  wholesale  and  service  businesses  are  eligi- 
ble through  1986. 


Composite  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bond  Program 


Every  four  months  the  Board  will  sell  industrial  development  bonds  to 
finance  a  package  of  loans  it  has  approved  during  the  previous  months. 
Composite  IDB  loans  may  be  for  up  to  $1  million  and  the  originating 
lender  must  provide  a  35%  letter  of  credit  on  the  project  to  back  the 
loan  for  the  first  five  years.  Borrowers  are  requested  to  contribute  at 
least  10%  equity  on  projects.  As  required  by  federal  law,  projects  must 
be  approved  by  the  Board  before  project  costs  may  be  incurred.  Costs  of 
issuing  the  Composite  Bond  are  prorated  among  the  borrowers  in  a  given 
pool.  The  interest  rate  on  loans  is  established  when  the  bonds  are 
sold,  and  includes  the  rate  the  bonds  sold  for,  application  fees  and  the 
costs  of  issuing  the  bond.  The  total  effective  rate  to  borrowers  for 
the  first  pool  to  be  funded  in  December  1984  is  estimated  to  be  between 
12.25%  and  12.75%. 


"Stand  Alone"  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  Progr 


am 


The  Board  may  issue  bonds  on  a  "stand  alone"  basis  to  Montana  borrowers. 
Through  this  program,  the  Board  simply  acts  as  an  issuing  authority  to 
allow  exemption  of  interest  on  a  qualifying  loan.  The  originating  busi- 
ness assumes  total  risk  on  the  financed  project.  The  interest  rate  on 
the  underlying  loan  may  be  fixed  or  variable  and  the  interest  income  on 
the  loan  will  be  exempt  from  federal  taxation.  The  project  owner  will 
be  required  to  pay  bond  counsel  fees  and  the  Board's  administrative  and 
financing  fee.   The  maximum  loan  under  this  program  is  $10  million.

Pooling  of  Municipal  Bonds 


The  Montana  Economic  Development  Board  has  the  authority  to  pool  debt  of 
local  governments  (cities,  towns,  counties,  school  districts  and  special 
districts)  and  raise  funds  for  the  purchase  of  local  debt  by  issuing 
bonds  and  notes  payable  out  of  loan  repayments.  Single  loans  may  not 
exceed  $500,000.

Montana  Capital  Companies 


The  Montana  Capital  Company  Program  is  designed  to  make  private  venture 
or  equity  capital  an  available  resource  within  the  state.  Through  the 
program,  the  state  offers  a  25%  tax  credit  incentive  (up  to  $25,000)  to 
investors  in  qualified  Montana  capital  companies,  which  in  turn  must  in- 
vest these  funds  in  small,  basic  Montana  firms.  The  capital  companies 
must  be  approved  by  the  Montana  Economic  Development  Board.  Available 
tax  credits  are  limited  to  $2  million  through  1987  and  are  allocated  to 
capital  companies  in  the  order  that  they  become  "qualified"  and  have  ac- 
tual investors.   To  date,  the  following  four  firms  have  applied  to  be- 
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come  Montana  capital   companies.    These   four   firms   are  sources  of 
potential  venture,  equity  or  risk  capital  for  Montana  small  businesses.

The  Hard  Rock  Mining  Impact  Act  of  1981  requires  the  developer  of  a  pro- 
posed, large-scale,  metalliferous  mine  to  prepare  an  impact  plan  that 
identifies  the  project's  anticipated  impacts  on  local  government  ser- 
vices, facilities,  revenues  and  expenditures.  The  impact  plan  is  to  in- 
clude a  schedule  specifying  when  and  how  the  developer  will  meet  any  net 
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increase  in  local  government  costs  that  are  expected  as  a  result  of  the 
mineral  development.  The  Hard  Rock  Mining  Impact  Board  is  to  facilitate 
the  overall  implementation  of  the  Act  and  is  to  resolve,  through  a 
formal  hearing  process,  any  differences  between  the  developer  and  the 
affected  local  governments  concerning  the  impact  plan.  The  Board  is 
also  authorized  to  administer  two  separate  grant  programs,  one  of  which 
has  not  been  funded;  the  other  deals  with  the  community  and  economic  im- 
pacts of  future  mine  or  smelter  closures  but  does  not  take  effect  until 
July  1,  1985.

STATE  PURCHASING  POLICIES 


Small  Business  Procurement  Set  Asides 


The  Montana  Small  Business  Purchasing  Act  of  1974  was  enacted  to  ensure 
that  a  fair  portion  of  State  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  and 
services  is  placed  with  small  businesses.  The  Act,  Section 
18-5-301-308,  MCA,  allows  each  State  agency  to  designate  specific  com- 
modities, equipment  or  services  as  small  business  "set  asides"  when 
there  is  a  reasonable  expectation  that  bids  will  be  obtained  from  at 
least  three  small  businesses  capable  of  furnishing  the  desired  property 
or  service  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  price.  Services  rendered  by  regis- 
tered professionals,  i.e.,  accountants,  attorneys,  architects,  etc.,  are 
prohibited  from  being  designated  as  set  asides.

Resident  Bidding  Preferences 

Sections  18-1-102  and  103,  MCA,  provide  for  a  three  percent  (3%)  bidding 
preference  for  "resident  businesses"  when  they  bid  on  State  contracts. 
This  preference  is  awarded  to  vendors  who  meet  the  residency  require- 
ments detailed  in  Section  18-1-103,  MCA,  and  to  vendors  who,  regardless 
of  residence,  produce  or  manufacture  the  items  that  they  bid  in  the 
State  of  Montana.  The  State  Purchasing  Division  is  responsible  for  de- 
termining eligibility  for  residence,  using  information  provided  by  each 
individual  vendor.  This  information  is  collected  on  a  Bidders  Affidavit 
Form  as  part  of  the  registration  process  for  the  central  bidders  list.

TAX  INCENTIVES 


Montana  has  implemented  a  number  of  industrial  tax  incentives.  These 
incentives  include  primarily  (1)  property  tax  exemptions  and  reductions 
and  (2)  individual  income  and  corporate  license  tax  credits  and  ex- 
emptions . 

Among  the  property  tax  incentives  are  property  assessment  reductions  for 
new  or  expanding  manufacturing  industries  and  for  certain  remodeling 
projects,  property  tax  rate  reductions  for  qualified  "new  industries" 
and  for  air  and  water  pollution  control  equipment;  and  certain  property 
tax  exemptions  for  business  inventories  and  "freeport  merchandise"  -- 
merchandise  produced  outside  Montana  which,  while  in  transit  through 
Montana,  is  temporarily  consigned  to  a  Montana  storage  facility. 

Individual  income  and  corporate  license  tax  incentives  include  credits 
for  new  or  expanding  corporations  and  for  certain  investments,  and  ex- 
emptions for  domestic  international  sales  corporations  (DISCs)  and  for 
investment  in  small  business  investment  companies  (SBICs). 

Other  incentives  worth  noting  include: 

--  The  Montana  Agricultural  Loan  Authority,  created  by  the  1983 

Legislature  to  assist  farmers  and  ranchers  in  obtaining  lower 

interest,  long-term  financing; 
--  Local  Funding  for  Economic  Development,  a  means  by  which  a  local 

governing  body  may,  with  voter  approval,  authorize  funds  to  be  used 

for  certain  economic  development  activities,  and 
--  Additional  tax  incentives  for  alcohol  distributors  producing 

distilled  alcohol  for  use  in  gasohol  production.

U.S.  SMALL  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 


Financial  Assistance 


Regular  Loans 

Most  of  the  SBA's  business  loans  are  made  by  private  lenders  and  then 
guaranteed  by  the  agency.  There  is  no  limit  on  the  loan  size  but  SBA's 
guaranty  cannot  exceed  $500,000  or  90%,  whichever  is  smaller.  The  in- 
terest rate  is  set  by  the  lender  and  the  term  cannot  exceed  25  years. 
Loans  for  working  capital  seldom  exceed  seven  years.  Although  loans  may 
be  for  any  worthwhile  purpose,  the  agency  prefers  to  be  considered  a 
fixed  asset  lender. 


Special  Loan  Programs 


1.  Local  Development  Company  Loans  (502  Programs):  Loans  are  made  to 
groups  of  local  citizens  whose  aim  is  to  improve  the  economy  in 
their  areas.  Loan  proceeds  may  be  used  by  the  development  company 
to  assist  specific  small  businesses  for  the  purpose  of  plant  acqui- 
sition, land,  machinery  and  equipment. 

2.  Certified  Development  Company  Program  (503  Corporation):  The 
program's  purpose  is  to  help  communities  by  stimulating  the  growth 
and  expansion  of  small  businesses  within  a  defined  area  of  opera- 
tion. Certified  Development  Companies  are  authorized  to  sell 
debentures  pertaining  to  an  identifiable  small  concern  with  SBA's 
100%  guarantee.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  each  debenture  will 
be  used  for  plant  acquisition,  construction,  conversion  or  expansion 
for  each  identifiable  small  business  concern. 

3.  Disaster  Assistance:  When  the  President  or  the  Administrator  of  the 
Small  Business  Administration  declares  a  specific  area  to  be  a  dis- 
aster area,  Physical  Damage  Disaster  Loans  are  availabale  from  the 
SBA.   They  are  made  to  homeowners,  renters  and  businesses  to   repair 
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'or  replace  damaged  or  destroyed  homes,  personal  property  and  busi- 
nesses . 

Surety  Bonds:  SBA  is  authorized  to  guarantee  to  a  qualified  surety 
up  to  90°o  of  losses  incurred  under  bid,  payment  or  performance  bonds 
issued  to  contractors  on  contracts  valued  up  to  $1  million.  The 
contract  may  be  used  for  construction,  supplies  or  services.  (This 
program  is  administered  in  Denver,  Colorado.) 


Small  Business  Investment  Companies  (SBIC's) 


The  major  function  of  an  SBIC  is  to  make  "venture"  or  "risk"  investments 
by  supplying  equity  capital  and  extending  unsecured  loans  to  small  busi- 
nesses which  meet  its  investment  criteria.  SBIC's  are  privately  capi- 
talized and  obtain  financial  leverage  from  the  SBA.  They  make  both 
straight  loans  and  equity  investments.
